A press wire wa4 
also sent to - the national head- 
quarters of the Canadian Univers 
slty Press In hopes that the story 
would be sent across the country. 

The paper carried tha word* 
"this Is a gag issue" in' its co< 
lumna as it usually does for such 
issues, but apparently few people 
saw them. 

Walker is somewhat of a camp- 
us iconoclast and reaction was 
varied; some thought it was 
"good riddance". "Too bad it'i 
not true", others felt sorrow, "Is 
he O.K.?''. . 

PROTEST MOTION 

Tha Knox College Missionary, 
and Theological Society express- 
ed It3 anger when it learned ot ' 
the hoax, and mandated their re- 
presentative and president of the 
council, Walter McLean, to more 
the motion of protest 

Council has been feuding with

Capital Punishment

Let's keep tlic rope. 



With the hue and cry about capital punishment ranging across 
the floor of the House and through the press, many Canadians are 
being exposed to the Issue and forced to take a stand in their own. 
minds. The basic question is whether we, througli our Government 
and courts,, can take a human life for punishment of someone 
killing another. 

- The controversy mainly , centres, around our moral right to do 
this and whether th(!' substitttti(>n of the hangman's noose for life 

imprisonment will make nny significant difference in using punish- 
ment as a deterrent, to the worst crime a human can commit. 

Certainly in some countries ai England, the abolition ot 
banging for the first murder bas been followed by a decrease in 
the number of crimes punishable by the rope. However this may 
not be due to the weakening of the punishment but could be attri- 
buted to letter police protection, more undis'covered^urders, or 
better economic conditions which~ breed less dissention and. crime. 

Tlic moral right of taking an "eye for an eye" is not a realistie 

argument for abolishing hanging. 

Many psychologists and sociologists maintain a potential crimi- 
nal contemplating and carrying out a crime doesn't believe he wUl 
be caught, and necessarily the form of punishment will not have 
any power of deterring him. 

We disagree. For the professional criminal, who carefully 
weighs the odds before committing a rational crime, the abolition, 
of the death penalty and the chance that if he should get caught 
for the crime of murder he may lose his own life, will definitely 
have a deterrent power. " . • 

It would be an interesting experiment to abolish the death 
penalty, but when dealing with the rights and protection ot the 
citizens who elected it, the Government has no other choice but 
to keep the extreme penalty, to hang the criminal when the crime, 
circumstances and motivation call for it

I^t's burn the rope. 

Capital punishment is one of the oldest forms of punishment 
in existence. It dates firom'Uhe bad old days when niight wag right, 
and ii) order to survive 'in' a cruel world, a man had to be as 
cruel and suspicious as his neighbor. 

In this "enlightened" age, a revolution is taking pl&ce in penal 
methods. Wc hear of "rehabilitation" of convicts, and modern 
reform institutions where kindness and psychology are. the only 
bars. Much has been done, and is being done in the field of penal 
reform, but strangely enough, wc still demand an eye for on eye, 
-a tooth for a tooth, when it comes to dealing with convicted murde- 
rers; Tills is a strange anachronism in this age of brotherhood, 
understanding and high Ideals. 

Jf anyone deserves our understanding,; and modern..psycbo- 
logical treatment, it is the poor twisted' créature who stands on 
the gallows' trap with a rope around his neck. 

A murderer must be a sick man if he is so poorly adjusted 
to society that he must resort to killing for a solution to his 
problems. Today wo are attempting to. understand and cure the 
mentally ill. It is a step backward every time a man is led to 
his death on the gallows. 

It has been argued that the death sentence is a deterrent to 
would be murderers, but this argument does not stand up-in the 
cold light of statistics. OTie majority.: of murderers^arc first time- 
offenders. This means that ifnost murders ore not premeditated, and 
that a human being, possibly you or me, has suddenly become 
mentally unbalanced duo to the overpowering strain of great social 
pressures. 

The murders that are carefully planned are again the product 
of a sick'mind. Any man who can sit and consider a cold-blooded 
murder, much less carry it out, is 111. 

A murderer's place'ls not on the gallows. It is time legislation 
was passed to take the murderer from death row, and place him 
^ in a hospital where be belongs.

As in the past students run- 
ning for public office liavc put 
a great deal of time and, in 
many eases, money into the 
preparation of campaign posters 
which they have liberally scat- 
tered around the campus. ' This 
is probably the only way, next 
to the Daily, that the general 
student body can find out who 
is running for what position. 

And, as in the past^ a small 
group of unknown students, 
having notb'jig better to do with 
thebr spare time, have hurried 
around the campus with pen or 
pencil in band, doing their best 
to destroy the hard work of 
the candidates.

and fcindrcd groups'such as the 
CLC. The aim of this party would 
bo to attract all libekral-minded 
people in order to achieve grca& 
cr political power. 

In a debate concerning the new 
party at the Union last Friday, 
Liberal J.J. Elkin asserted that 
"the programme and platform (of 
the new party and the CCF.) are 
essentially the same; this whole 
business is a big propaganda ex- 
plosion". 

Danny Trevick for the CCF. - 
replied that tlic high ethical prin- 
ciples of the CCF., which is an 
idealistic group, were becoming 
more practical with the forma- 
tion of the new party. 

Bob Amaron, Con scr%ative. 
claimed that the CCF. is mere- 
ly a movement, not a ;)oIitical 
party, and neither it nor the new 
political group is likely to attain 
power. 

The Communist party's view is 
as yet unknown.

India is making major progress 
in her fight against illiteracy 
stated Reverend George Prasad, 
a Methodist minister of the Unit- 
ed Church of North India, last 
Friday night at S.C.M. House. 

Citing figures, the Indian cler- 
«yman said that tho rate of lite- 
racy has jumped from a mere 
16% in lfi52 to a progressive 
40% today. 

Much credit for this rise can 
be attributed to the work of an 
American nussionary, Dr. Frank 
C Laubach," who introduced to 
India a method known as "each- 
one-teach-one," to spread literacy. 
Anyone who has been taught to 
read and write teaches others to 
do the same. This method is 
used for people over 14 years of 



age who have never been to 
school. 

Rev. Prasad explained how this 
idea of chain-reaction education 
first started. In 1930 Dr. Lau- 
bach went to the Phillipincs to 
teach as a missionary. After a 
short while, he received a letter 
from Boston saying to return 
home as no further funds were 
available for the mission. A local 
chieftain, anxious to keep up the 
good work of Dr. Laubach, de- 
creed that all those who had be- 
come literate had to teach others 
or get their heads chopped off. 

Tho same principle used by 
this chieftain has now been adopt- 
ed in India to spread education 
among the masses. So far it has 
met with great success, said Rev. 
Prasad as about 32 million people

Varsity Sweeps 
Wrestling Crown ; 
McGill Last

Last weekend, the Canadian 
Intercollegiate Wrestling cham- 
pionship were held in Kingston. 
Toronto won four championships 
and walked off with the meet. 

Although McGill had entries in 
every weight class, she did not 
win in any. In the 127 pound 
class McGill entered Ayo Junaid; 
in the 130 pound class the entry 
was Mordcn Lazarus; Brian Un- 
derdown filled the 137 pound 
spot; and Jock McClellan fought in 
the 147 class. Katz was the 157 
pound competitor: Hakkerbery 
fought in the 167 spot; Hank 
Martin was in the 177 pound 
class; Gordon Rodgcrs was in the 
101 pound class; and the heavy 
spot was filled bv Evan Smith. Of 
all these entries three won con- 
solation. 

The first man to be awarded 
consolation was Morden "Cookie" 
Lazarus in the 130 lb. class, a 
good wrestler who has been on 
the team for a few vears. Cookie 
first beat, Steve Wade, the man 
from the University of Western 
Ontario. His next match was with 
Stevenson, of the University of 
Toronto. Here, however, unpre- 
dictable Lady Luck stepped In 
and Cookie lost this match. Ste- 
venson lost the championship to 
Bob Crown of Queen's. 

Two weight classes further on, 
McGill again won o consolation. 
Jock McClellan, considered by 
many to be McGill's best wrestler, 
fought his first match against 
Queen's' Sweeney, last year's and 
this year's champion. McClellan 
lost this match but went on win 
his next against Black of O.A.C. 

The third man to win consola- 
tion was Hank Martin weighing 
177 pounds. He lost his first 
match to Williamson of Western 
but-went on to pin his next two 
opponents • Scudaladra of Queen's 
and Cooke of Toronto.

He was born in Manchester En- 
gland. Actually, the feeling prop- 
agated shouldn't be one ot too 
great despair.

Alex started off like most 
other Montrealer youngsters, 
learning to skate and play oa

He first came into prominence as 
the star "seive" at Lower Canada 
College. Herron played for soma 
of L.C.C.'s prominent champion- 
ship in his years there. He was 
indeed being counted upon to 
come through for the university 
when he entered hare in 1957. 

Herron- came up through the 
ranks in the same manner as 
so many other big time McGill 
athletes. He played for the in- 
termediates in his Freshman year 
and has been the Redmen's rcg« 
ular netminder for the last two 
slates. This season he established 
himsolf as the finest goalie in 
Intercollegiate competition. 

It was this standout season 
that led to Alex's nomination as 
a candidate for the Forbes Trop- 
hy.
